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Articles of Alliance between ENGLAND az 
SPAIN, &c. 


Article I. 


Here ſhall be berween the ſaid King of Great Britain, on 
the one part, and the faid King of Spain on the other, 
asalſo berween their Succeſſors, Kingdoms, States and 
Countries, belonging to the ſame, and their Subjets 
reciprocally, a ſincere. firm and perpetual Fricn4thip 
and good Correſpondence, as well ar Sea as at Land, 

in all Things, and in all Places, as well within as without Exrope. 


Article 11. 


Secondly, Moreover there ſhall be between their Majeſties and their 
Succefſors;their Kingdoms, States and Countries belonging to the ſame, 
ftrict Defenſive, Alliance, and faithful Confederation for the maintain- 
ing and preſerving each other mucually, in the Poſſeſſion of all Terri- 
tories, Towns, Places and Countries, which belong to them, and in 
the enjoyment of all the Rights, Franchiſes and Libercies of Navigati- 
on and Commerce, and others whatſoever, of what nature they may 
be, as well upon the Sea as Land, which thcy enjoy, or have right ro 
enjoy by common Right, or which they have acquired, or ſhall acquire 
hereafter, by the Treaties of Peace, Friendſhip, or Neutrality , which 
have been made heretofore ( and all that is lately comprehenied in ' 
the Treaty of Nimeghen ) or which ſhall be made hereafrer jointly, and 
by common conſent with other Kings, Common-Wealths, Princes, or 
Towus, yet within the extenr of Exrope only. 


Article III. 


Thirdly, And accordingly , they promiſe and obliege themſelves ty 
warrant each other, not only all Treaties which they have already 
made with other Kings, States, Princes and Common-Wealrhs (which 
ſhall be exhibited on both Sides before the exchange of the Rarifications ) 
but alſo, all ſuch as ſhall be made hereafter jointly , and by common 
conſent, and to defend, affiſt and preſerve themſelves reciprocally ir; 
the Poſſeſſion of the Territories, Towns, Places and Countries, which 
belong at preſent, or ſhall belong hereafter, as well ro His Majeſty oi 
Great Britaiw, and the Kings his Succeſlors , as to his Catholick 
Majeſty, and the Kings his Succeflors, by the ſaid Treaties or other. 
wiſe, in what part of Ezrope ſoever the ſaid Places, Territories, Towas, 
or Countries be ſcituared,; So that if their Majeſties, or the Kings their 
Succeſſors, or one of them, come to be attacked, or in any other orc 
whatſoever moleſted in the poſſeſſion or enjoyment of the Territories, 
Towns, Places and Countries, Rights, Immunities, and Liberties of Na- 
vigation, Commerce, or others whatſoever, of what Nature ſoever they 
may he, by Sea or Land, which they poſſeſs or enjoy, or have right to 
Poſſeſs, or Enjoy whether by common Right, or by Treaties already 
made, or which may be made, as aforeſaid ; their Majeſties being ad - 
vertiſed thereof, and required the one by the other, ſhall jnintly do all 
they can to cauſe the ſaid Moleſtation or Hoftility ro ceaſe, and Repara- 
tion to be made for the Injuries and Wrongs, which may have been 
done to Either of the Allies.

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Article II IL. . 


Fogrthly, And in caſe, the faid Artack or Moleſtation be foHowed 
by an open War, the Ally who ſhall not be Attacked, ſhall be obli- 
ged to break three Months after rhe hrſit Demand thereof made by 
him who ſhall be already. in War, and ſhall, during that time em- 
ploy ll Endeavours by his Ambaſlador, or other Miniſter, to, medj-- 
ate a fair Accommodation between the Aggrellor and Moleftgr, and 
him that ſhall be Attacked or Moleſted ; and ſhall in the? mean 
while, during the faid time affilt his 'Ally, who fhall be rg6ubled, 
with 8000 Foot well Armed, in ſuch Regiments and Compamies, and 
under ſich Collonels and other Officers, as he ſhall think fit, arid (hall 
deliver the ſaid ;Succors, and entertain them at his own. Charge for 
the Service of him that is attacked or moleſted, during the whole 
time, he ſhall not be oblieged to enter into a War, according to this 
Treaty ; and either Party ſhall have Liberty to rake theſe Succors, 
either all in Souldiers, or all in Mony, or par: in Soldiers, Mony, 
Ships, Armes, Ammunition, or other things proper for rhe uſe of 
War; io that one thouſand Souldiers ſhall be rared at rooo0 Fle- 
Yins, of 20 Stw.rs each Brabant Mony , monthly, according to the' 
Courſe of the Bank at Londoy or Antwerp, counting I2 Months in the 
Year, and the Payment ſhall be made in tne Beginning of each 
Month, by equal Portions, and the Mony ſhall be delivered at LZon- 
dou or Antwerp reſpectively. But in caſc, the ſaid -Succors be given 
either in Part, or wholly in Ammunition, Ships or other things pro- 
per for the Uſe of War, he who is aſſiſted ſhall be otlieged ro come 
and receive and fetch them himſelf from the Counrrv of the Par- 
ty who thall furniſh the ſaid Succors. And it the Party affiſted deſire 
to have in part, Horſe, or Dragoons, cac3 Horſe-man or Dragoon 
ſhiil be reckoned equal to three Foot Souldiers, rowaics the com- 
pleat.ng the Number of 8000 Men, .or [{':ch part of them, as he thar 
is attaczcd o: :inoleired ſhall defire, and when the Succors ſhall be 
given in Souldiers, they ſhall be wholly ſubmitted to the Command 
of, ard to receive Orders from him to whom they ſhall be. ſent, to 
make uſe of them in the Field, for Beſieging. and. Detcndiug'of Pla- 
ces, and every where elſe, where it ſhall be found neccilary or ad- 
vantagious to employ them, bur yet with this reſerve, that the Com- 
panies ſhall not be entirely ſeparated the one from the other, but 
that they ſhall remain together under their Colors to the number of 
at leaſt rwo or three hundred Souldiers of each Regiment, ;and when 
the neceſflity of affairs ſhall require the Succors promiſed and agreed up- 
on to be augiimented, their Majeſties will endeaver to agree thereof 
together, and after the ſaid term of three Months 1s expired, it ſhall 
be left to the choice of the Party in War, -to continue to: enjoy the 
benefit of the {aid Succours, in Caſe that the conjuncture: of the time, 
or the Circumſtances of his atfairs, make him prefer rhe aticct there- 
of to that of an open Breach of his Ally |

Fifthly, A reciprecal Guaranty being im this manner eſtabliſhed and 
promiſed, wher' it ſhall happen, that either of the Allies be ar- 
tacked or moleſted, and finds himſelf oblieged to enter into an open 
War, the other Ally ſhall alſo be oblieged to break with the Aggrelſor 
or Moleſtor, and to employ all his Might and Forces by Sea and Land, 
and to joyn thoſe to his Ally, who ſhall be grtacked or troubled, in 
order to reduce the Common Enemy to a reaſonable, ſure, and equi-

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cured againſt all kind of Alterations : Ir is not only agreed, that neither 
His Majeſty of Great Britain, nor his Carholick Majelty ſhall enter for the 
time to come in any Engagement contrary to this, bur ſhall make no 
Treaty without comprehending each other therein, if it (hall be deſirec, 
and without notifying the ſame timely enough, that his Ally may declare 
himſelf concerning the ſaid Comprehenſion, 


Article NI. 

Eleventhly, And whereas, one great End of this preſent League is in- 
tended for the preſervation of the publick Quiet and Peace of Chriſtendom, 
the Emperor ſhall be deſired, and alſo, all other Kings, Princes and Srates 
ſball be likewiſe deſired to enter into ſuch common meaſures, as ſhall be 
eſteemed moſt efteftual to thar end ; and both parties ſhall particularly 
endeavour to preſerve in their rigour the Treaties lately concluded ar 
Nimeghen, by which Peace and Quiet have been reſtored to Chriftend:ms, 

Article X1I. 

Twelfthly, The Treaty of Peace and Friendſhip concluded between their 
Majeſties at Madrid, inthe Year 1E67, and the Treaty for eſtabliſhing 
Peace, Ec. in America, between the Crowns of Great Britain and Spain, 
made at Madrid, in the Year 1670, andall other Treaties and Conventi- 
ons made between their Majeſties, ſhall be obſerved in all their Articles, 
and their Majefties, and their Subjetts reſpectively thallenjoy the Benefir 
of what is agreed and adjuſted in them, as well to publick Aﬀairs, as 
thoſe relating to private Perſons. 

Article XIII 

Thirteenthly, This Treaty ſhall continue in Force until the 20th, of 2#- 
guſt 1693, and before the determinarion of that time, it ſhall be further 
agreed upon, how much longer the ſame (hall be continued for the com- 
mon Good, and this Treaty ſhall be ratifycd within two months after 
the Signing thereof, by both Parties reſpectively. |

T Here ſhall be for the future between the King and his Succeſſors King 
of Great Britain, and his Kingdoms on one Part, and the States Ge- 
neral of the United Provinces of the Low Coxntries on the other, and their 
States and Countries appertaining tothe ſame, and their Subjects reci- 
procally, a ſincere, firm, and perperual Friendſhip and good Correſpon- 
dence, as well by Sea as Land, in all things, and in all places, as well with- 
in as without Exrope. 
Article It. 

Moreover, there ſhall be between His Majeſty and his Succeffors Kings 
of Great Britain and his Kingdoms, and the faid States General, and their 
States and Countries belonging to the ſame, a ſtrict Alliance and faithful

of the Countries, Territories, Towns, Places, Rights, Immunities and Libertics 
of Commerce, Navigation, or others whatloever, which His Majeſty or the 
ſaid States General enjoy at preſent, oy ſhall have right to enjoy by Common 
Right, or by Treaties already made, or which ſhall be made in manner above 
mentioned; His Majeſty and the ſaid States General, being advertiſed there- 


of, and required the one by the other, ſhall do all they can to cauſe the faid ' 


Moleſtation or Hoſtility to ceafe, and reparation to be made for the Injuries 
or Wrongs, which may have been done to either of the Allies, 


Article V. 

And in Caſe the ſaid Trouble or Moleſtation be followed by an open Wax,the 
Ally who ſhall not be attacked, ſhall be obliged to break two Months after the 
firſt Demand thereof made by him who ſhall be already in War, during which 
time he ſhall uſe all Endeavors by his Ambaſſador, or other Miniſters, to me- 
diate a fair Accommodation between the Aggretior or Moleſtor, and him that 
ſhall be attacked or moleſted,and ſhall alfo,during the faid time, aſſiſt his Ally in 
ſuch manner as ſhall be agreed upon by fecret Articles between His Majeſty 
and the ſaid States General, which,though not mentioned in the preſent Article, 
ſhall howeyer be kept and obſerved as if they were inſerted or written therein, 
It remaining notwithſtanding, after the Expiration of.the ſaid Term of two 
Months in the Choice of the party in war,to continue to enjoy the Benefir 6f the 
{aid Succours, in caſe, the conjuntture of the time, or the Conſtitution of his Af 
fairs make him prefer the ctiect chereof to that of an open Breach of his Ally, 

Article VI. 

_ A reciprocal Guaranty being in this manner eſtabliſhed, and promiſed, when

- Andit happning, that a Negotiation be entred upon, for treating of a Peace, 
or a Truce of ſome years,the ſame ſhall not be begun by one of the Allys withour 
the knowledg of the other, and without procuring for him at the ſame time,and 
as ſoon as for himſelf, the neceſſary and requiſite Security and Liberty for the 
ſending his Miniſters unto the place of Treaty, as alſo, without communicating * 
ſuccesfully, and from time to time whatever ſhall paſs in the ſaid Negotiation,6r 
neither the one nor the other ſhall paſs to a conclution of theſaid Peace orTruce, 
without comprehending his Ally therein, and cauſing him to bereſtored, if he 
ſhal} defire it,to the Pollefſion of the Territories, Countries or Places,and the en-. 
Joyments of the Rights and Immunities which he held and enjoycd before the 
War, and without ſtipulating from the common Enemy for his Ally, the ſame 
Rights, Immunities, Exemprions, and Prerogarives, as for himſelf, unleſs rhe 
Allies ſhall agree otherwiſe. Article, NX1. | 

It ſhall be permitted to the Ally attacked,to make Levies of all ſort of Soldiers 
in the others Countries, to ſerve in thcir Land Armies, provided it be under ſuch 
capitulations, as the Partics ſhall between themſelves agree upon.

The Racificatians of this preſent Treaty ſhall be delivered in due form,6r ex- 
changed reciprocally within the ſpace of four weeks from the Signing thereof,
